conditions dictated by the ricjors.. That 
these will be reasonable will-be the good

defied us, will feel any kind of sympathy 
with them.

He was pre- 


‘pared to be liberal, and’ would no doubt 


have been perfectly willing, had they shown 


a pacific disposition, to settle tho score on a 


very moderate Vasis, The British Indian 
Government had no desire to press for the

to the greatest Empire of Asin. | The 
despatch of the Mission had been- neces- 


sitated alike by Tibetan insolence and’ 
Muscovite intrigue, and Lord Curzon acted 
with the patience, dignity, and moderation 
which should—and bappily does —charae- 
teriae the. representative of the Emperor of 
Indin. . 

Of the ultimate success of this Mission 
no ono need entertuin the least- doubt, but 
there is some little speculation us to the

teresting article contributed to the Contem- 

pory Review, Mr. ALEXANDER Uxar indicates 
what, in his.opinion, is the right policy for 
the Vieeroy to adopt. The Lhassa oligarchy 
which uphold the Dalai Lama and try to 
rule the Buddhist world in his namo, are 
| in x state of isolation, ‘They are indepen- 
dent of China; they cannot rely upon or 
expect effective assistance from Russia; aad 
they are the open foes of British Ludia., He 
predicts that they will oppose the British 
advance with their utmost energy, © pror 
phesy which is being- fulfilled, Mr. Usar 
adds that the Dalai Lama’s party coull not 
do otherwise, because even if they accepted 

a British protectorate, aud if Great Britain 

conceded to the Lamas a now monopoly of 

the ten trade, the three principal Lamaserica 
that govern‘ ibet—Depong, Sera, and 

Guldan—would be ruined, the tea supply

“The modue operandi‘of this projected 
revolution ie very clearly pointed out’ by 
the review. writer. He says that it can 
easily be accomplished. The Depong-Sera- 
Galdan aristocracy is watched with jealous
